This Maiden (by name Eue Fliegen) lines 
at this pꝛelent within the towne ol Meurs, ſhe 
was boꝛne in the yeare of our Lozd £575, within 
alittle of that tovone at a place called Fliegen- 
houſe, wherupon ſhe takes her name ofmeane 
and very pooze parents. So that in her yon- 
ger dayes( they being not able better to:main- 
taine her) ſþe was compelled: to keepe ſwine 
foz the cou eople, enduring (by that hard 
courſe of life) the vitterneſſe of much hunger as 
ſheherſelfe confelleth. ; 

Liuingin this extremity ofmiſery, ſbe often 
(ſo well ag tbe could, ſeeingno other wayes noz 
hope of comtoꝛt) made earneſt pzayers to God, 
that he would take pitty ol her wzetchedneg, 
and relieue her, from that daily Hunger , by 
which her body was toꝛmented a conſumed:her 
pzayers were heard, accozding to her requeſt: 
Andſuch compaſſion. tooke the Almightx ot her 
mileries that in the yeare 5, her deũire of fee- 
Ding, which in foꝛmer times {he had. grew to be 
faint,x very (mall. Inſomuch that euery . z c 4 
daies, ſhe tooke little ſuſtenante oꝝ none at all. 
From the 4 day ·ſhe began voluntarily to faſt til 
the o day . lo did fozbeare,oz rather had no ſto- 
macke to meate, theſpace af tourteene dayes to⸗ 
gether, which abſtenfce of hers grew in the end 
end to luch a cuſtome that ſbee vtterly refuſed 
the taſt either ol meate oz dꝛinke, and in that 
manner hath her body (by Gods p2omidence) 
bene pꝛelerued euer rt yeare of. our Loꝛd 
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1597 to this pzelent peare 1611 (being full i. 
yeares) This ſtrange wonder continuing thug 
long. dꝛew not onely many people to ſee her, but 
allo many tryals to be put vpon her, amongſt 
which, this was one, In the peare 1599, the 
Noble Lountefſe of Meurs with her waiting 
Gentiewoman, hauing brought this Eue Flei⸗ 
gen into a garden, with much tmpoztunityto 
haue her eate ſomewhat, ſo pꝛeuailed that ſbee 
pluckeda cherry and taſted it, and had no ſoo- 
ner eaten it dawne, but that the Lady with het 
lernantg were in feare ſbee wouldthere pzeſent- 
iy haue dyed ſbee fell into ſo lodaine and violent 
pallion of an extreme ſickenelſle: in the which 
ſhe tontinued a long time, but in the end with 
much ado recouered her health. noithin a'yeare 
after the laid Eue f againe into a greater 
ſickenes, it was held fit (by the opinion of Dot⸗ 
ters) to haue her dꝛinke aſpoonefull oz two of 
the thin whey,which comes fromButtermilke, 
being ſodden : ſbee made offer to taſt it, but 
could by no meanes take it downe. At another 
time of ficknes, ſbee her ſelfe thought ſbe could 
lup the bꝛoth of a chicken but no moze then a 
ſpoonefull being offeredto her, ſbee fell into a 
moꝛe extreme fitof ſickenes then beloꝛe o that 
finding her body afflicted by theſe tryals, ſhce 
'vtteriy abandoned the vſe of any food, oꝝ nou⸗ 
riſhment, bythe fullſpacenow of : 4 yeareg. In 
all which time, thzough no diſpoſition of the 
ſealon oꝛ time of the yeare. hath ſhee bene ſeen! 
oʒ knowne either tocomplaine of thirſt w
